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1 . Initially, the Examiner notes that 3,81 4,869 was cited in the IDS filed 7/1 9/01 . 
This reference is drawn to telephone equipment and appears to be completely unrelated 
to the instant application. As such the Examiner has drawn a line through this reference 
indicating that it has not been considered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 - 9, 13, 14, 21 -31, 35, 36, 45 - 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by EP 921 161 for reasons of record. 

4. Claims 43 and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over EP 921 161 for reasons of record. 

5. Since applicants rely on the same rationale in their attempt to overcome these 
rejections, the Examiner will address the arguments simultaneously. 

Applicants state that EP 921 161 does not teach or suggest the use of a polycar- 
bonate ester. The Examiner acknowledges that she did cite an improper passage from 
'161 when trying to establish that this reference teaches polycarbonate esters. In fact, it 
is page 6, lines 33 to 35, which teaches polycarbonate esters. Specifically, each of the 
three patents referred to (and incorporated by reference) on this line teach polycarbon- 
ate esters; 3,169,121 and 4,487,896 are specifically drawn to such polymers. The 
Examiner notes that these two references were cited by applicants in their IDS and as 
such applicants should have been aware that '161 teaches polycarbonate esters. As 
such, these rejections are maintained.
